BERLIN, June 12.—The speech of Herr rick- 
ert, in the Landtag, advocating the recall of 


- Bismarck as the only man capable of admin- 


istering the empire, has created a sensation 
throughout Germany. The Freisinnige party 
is pledged to the immediate abolition of the 
grain duties and the party organs every- 
where express substantial approval of Herr 
Rickert’s utterances. The Chancellor seemed 
astonished yesterday when the speech was 
delivered. His countenance, usually impas- 
sive and dignified, betrayed the agitation of 
his mind. It is reported to-day that Caprivi 
may lay his resignation before the Kaiser at 
anearly date, being no longer able to bear 
the strain of pressure from the throne on the 
one hand and the friends of Bismarck on the 
other.

WORKINGS OF THE BERLIN TREATY A SOURCE OF 
MUCH DISSATISFACTION. 

Saw FRANCISCO, June 12.—Samoan advices 
by the steamer Mariposa state that there is 
considerable agitation goimg on among the 
natives of some of the islands with a view to 
unseating Malietoa and putting Matafa on 
the throne. The workings of the Ber- 
lin treaty is also stated to be a 
source of much dfssatisfaction among 
the islanders.

FRANOCE’S NEW SCHEME. 


PROVIDING STATE INSURANCE FOR AGED AXD 
DISABLED WORKINGMEN. 

PARIS, June 12.—France is following the 
example of Germany in providing State in- 
surance for aged and disabled working- 
men. The payments by workingmen are to be 
voluntary, and at the end of thirty years the 
workingmen may claim trom 300 to 600 francs 
peryear. Assuming that 5,500,000 working- 
men should insure, it is estimated that the 
eventual charge on the State would be 100,- 
000,000 francs annually.

THE CONDUCTOR, ENGINEER AND ONE 
BRAKEMAN CRUSHED TO DEATH. 


The Accident Caused by Wet Rails and 
the Air Brakes Refusing to Work—Seri- 
ous Gasoline Explosion at Wilders 
Station, Near Newport, Ky.—A Fatal 
Cave-In. 


ALTOONA, Pa., Jane 12.—While coming 
down the mountain from Lioydsville to Bel- 
wood on the Pennsylvania & Northwestern 
Railroad last midnight, a heavy coal 
train got beyond control of the train- 
men and dashed down the grade 
at a fearful rate of speed, was piled 
upand smashed into kindling wood at a 
curve onthe side of a deep ravine about 
three miles north of Belwood. The engine 
and twenty-five cars, which had been loaded 
with coal, lay piled upina mass of broken 
wood and twisted iron at the bottom 
of the ravine and among the 
debris were the bodies of the conductor, en- 
gineerand one brakeman, with almost all 
semblance to humanity crushed out of them. 
The other train hands escaped with their 
lives, but all were more or less injured. The 
track is torn up and blockaded fora long 
distance, and passengers are being trans- 
ferred by way of Altoona and Oresson. The 
accident is supposed to have been caused by 
wet rails and the alr Drakes refusing to work 
properly. It has been impossibie to learn the 
names of all the killed and injured men. 


TERRIBLE GASOLINE EXPLOSION. 
CINCINNATI, O., June 12.—Those who were 
abroad this morning atan early hour were 
surprised by a sudden glarein the Southern 
heavens. It was a clear, bright light—so 
bright, in fact, that people on Vine street, as 
far up as the canal, could easily read a news- 
paper. Itsappearance caused some excite- 
ment, andthe entire Fire Department was 
aroused through the action of various pri- 
vate policemen,who thought a fire had sprung 
up upon their beats. Investigation devel- 
oped the fact that the glare was caused by 
the explosion ofa tank of gasoline on the 
tracks of the Louisvilie & Nashville Railroad 
at Wilders Station, about a mile back of 
Newport, Ky. The tank was oneof the tubu- 
lar affairs that are carried on cars, and con- 


tained at least 2,000 gallons of the inflamma- 
ble stuf.

Baby Fatally Injured by Leaping From

A singular accident, which will result in 
the death of Jacob Wiegand’s 11-months-old 
baby, occurredin East St. Louis last night.

William Blaney, the Black Double Mur- 
derer, Legally Choked. 


THE VICTIMS HIS FEEBLE AND AGED 
GRANDMOTHER AND AUNT. 


Extensive Forgeries Committed by the 
Wite of a Prominent Banker of Berlin— 


The Husband Unforgiving—The Key- 
stone WNational—Suspected Counter 
feiters—The Criminal Calendar. 


BALTIMORE, Md., June 12.—At 10:30 o’clock 
this morning the drop fell and William 
Blaney, the double murderer, who on the 
night of May 2, 1890, killed his aged grand- 
mother and aunt with anax at their home, 
1085 Greenmount avenue, expiated his crime 
on the gallows in the yard of the Baltimore 
City Jail. Blaney died with calmness and 
nerve, professing penitence and confidence 
in the efficacy ofthe Roman COatholic faith, 
which he adopted to secure his peace with 
heaven. 

Blaney’s tragic end was the legitimate out- 
come Of a life of wickedness, indolence and 
ignorance. The crime for which he was 
hanged to-day was one of the most brutal and 
inhuman ever committed in that city. 
victims were his aged grandmotherand his 
aunt, both of whom had always 
and often aided and befriended him. The 
weapon used wasa small ax.

FILED ITS SUIT. 


The Adams Electric Co. Against the 
Lindell Railway Co. 


AN INJUNCTION WHICH MIGHT STOP THE 
RUNNING OF ELECTRIC CARS. 


Geo. D. Capen Not Alarmed at the Pro- 
ceedings Begun This Morning and 
Makes Light of the Claims of Dr. 
Adams—Where the Infringement on 
Dr. Adams’ Patent Resta 


Dr. Wellington Adams ,owner of an electric 
motor patent, filed his suit against the Lindell 
Rallway Co. this morning, in the United 
States Circuit Court, for a writ of in- 
junction to prevent the defendant 
company using and operating motors which 
it is claimed are infringments on the Adams’ 
patent. Prior to 1883, and for several years 
thereafter, experiments were being made in 
the United States, Engiand, France ‘and 
Germany, with electric motors for 
cars. No trouble was found in preparing 
the proper motor with which to impart the 
power to the axle, but the proper gearing 
for the transmission of the power from the 
armature, which revolves between the mag- 
nets to the axle could not be found. As 
the armature revolves Very rapidly, the num- 
ber of revolutions had to be reduced before 
being applied to the axle, and infreducing the 
revolutions a great many cogs, beits and 
wheels were used. They were so fastened to 
the body of the car,to theaxile itselfor a 
truck, that any motion of the car 
to the right oor ieft, up or down 
would throw some part of the gearing out 
and a break or slip after the breaking of the 
cogs teeth would occur. A depression tn the 
track, a steep grade ora curve was sufficient 
to derange the apparatus. 

DE. ADAMS’ INSPIRATION. 

Dr. Adams was inspired with the idea that 
the gearing, motor,armature and all should be 
bullt with the axle and wheels so that in mak- 
inga curve or meeting a depression the entire 
apparatus would move with the wheel. This 
he did in 1884, and secured a patent on 
the principle for seventeen years. 
That principle in various shapes is 
now applied to every electric road in the 
country and has been found to be a 
solution of the eiectric motor car 
probiem. Dr. Adams in his suit is 
not attacking the Lindell Rallway OCo., 
bat is suing the parties from whom the 
motors were bought, the Sprague Electric 
Co. Itis claimedthe Sprague Oo. ts employ- 
ing the Adams principle of conveying power 
to the axle and the manner of supporting the 
motor and gearing apparatus. 

Should a preliminary injunction be granted 
as asked for it may stop the Lindell system 
until royalties are paid ora compromise ef-

I do not 
want to try this case in the newspapers by 
any means, but as one side of the story has 
been toid it will be as well to tell the other.

HE LIKED TO KIss YOUNG GIRLS AS

Testimony of Wife and Daughters Against 
Husband and Father—Mrs. Owen Gives 
a List of Women Whom Her Venerable 
Spouse Fancied—She Oonsidered the 
Old Man “Fast.” 


The Owen divorce suit, in which Bolliver 
Owen, aged 6, is suing his 56-year-old wife 
fora divorce, was resumed in Judge Val- 
iant’s court to-day. Mrs. Owen, the de- 
fendant, was placedon the stand. Her ex- 
amination was begun yesterday evening, the 
court continuing the afternoon session until 
7 o'clock, 


THE WIFE THSTIFIEZS. 

Mrs. Owen reviewed the case from her 
standpoint. She considered the Stohimans 
not proper people because they allowed her 
husband to stay there so much. 
He slept at Stohiman’s two nights. 
She denied having called her husband 
any nhames excepting ‘‘thief.’’ Mrs. Owen 
stated that when her husband was clerk at 
the Bank of Commerce he came out $1,600 
short in his accounts‘and she put up a 
life insurance policy on his life, made out in 
her favor, as collateral, tc satisfy the bank's 
claim. Witness’ daughter had told her that 
she saw her father waiting for ladies at the 
Exposition. 

‘*‘Because they saw him waiting they 
thought he was waiting for ladies,’’ said 
Attorney Pollack. 

‘*They saw him with them afterwards.’’

**You say your husband ts a fast man?’’

In support of that statement witness gave 
the names of certain females with whom she 
said her husband wasin the habit of going, 
and to whom, she stated, he made presents 
and gave money.

The young lady flared up with a dental of a 
certain question and gpve a sharp rebuke to 
the lawyer for asking the question.

FOND OF KISSING.

_ Buildings Damaged. 


A BELIEF THAT THE FIRE 18 THE WORK 
OF INCENDIARIES. 


The Sufferers by Last Night’s Blaze-—No 
Clew to the Onlprits—Destruction of 
the “Herald” Office Last Fall by 
Political Enemies—The Fire at Fort 
Smith. . 


Pactric, Mo., June %3.—The business por- 
tion of this city was visited by a very dis- 
astrous fire last night and as a result ihe 
Herald ofce is in ruins to-day and several 
other buildings in a badly damaged condi- 
tion. The fire startedin the WAHerald bDuilding 
and was first discovered about 11 o’clock last 
night. The alarm was given as s00n as pos- 
sible to the fire company and ina little while 
the firemen arrived onthe scene with their 
little hand engine and wentto work with a 
Getermination to save the surrounding prop- 
erty if possible, and they were nobly assisted 
by a hundred or more other people, who had 
been alarm of fire. 

town turned 
out and the greatest excitement prevailed 
for an hour, or longer, and while some en- 
listed as fre fighters, manning the pumps or 
carrying the water with the bucket brigade, 
others joined the salvage corps and helped 
save the contents of the buildings. Most of the 
furniture and coffins, and other stock carried 
by L. L. Seaborn, the undertaker and fur- 
nisher, were carried out into the street. 
Samuel Whitsett’s stock of dry goods and 
groceries was also carried out by the citizens 
and deposited at a safe distance from the fire. 
In this way, all who were not assisting the 
firemen, were able to make themselves use- 
ful. 

The Herald bullding was a two-story frame 
structure, and adjoiningit on the south was 
Mr.L. L. Seaborn’s furniture store, alsoa 
two-story frame, which stands on the corner 
of St. Louls street. Just west of this build- 
ing on 8&t. Louis street was the office of Mr. 
Booth, the attorney, and next to this was A. 
Hesse’s barber shop. Then came Davis & 
Son's butcher shop,and still further west was 
Samuel Whitsett’s store, a two-story brick, 
all the other buildings being frame. 

The fire spread with such rapidity that it 
was impossible to save the printing-office or 
the building in which ft was located. Even 
Chief Lindsay and his famous fire fighters 
with steam engines and water tower couldn't 
have saved it at the time the Pacific fire 
company arrived on the scene. The whole 
structure was in fames from top to bottom 
and the only thing thet remained to be done 
was to save the adjoining property, and 
their efforts in that direction were remark- 
ably successful. 

THE PRINCIPAL LOSSES. 

The heaviest loss falls on Gideon Crews, 
the editor and publisher of the Herald. His 
loss is a total one, scarcely anything being 
saved, andthe worst of it is his property 
was not insured. 

The butcher shop of Davis & Sons is 
almost a total loss, about everything having 
been destroyed by the flames. 

The law office of Mr. James Booth, the 
attorney, was burned out anda number of 

valuable papers together with guite a law 
library destroyed. 

Mr. A. Hesse, the tonsoria) artist of Pacific, 
was alsoa heavy sufferer, his barber shop 
having been guttedand his tonsortal outfit 
completely runied. 

Samuel Whitsett will lose considerably from 
the breakage and dirt and smoke and water, 
as willalsoL.

The total loss caused by the fire is estimated 
atover $20,000. Allof the frame buildings 
were burned down except one, which was 
pulled Gown tn orderto check the spread of 
the famesand at one time the authorities 
were on the point of telegraphing to the St.

WORK OF AN INCENDIARY. 

The fireis supposed tobe the workof an 
incendiary. There was no one at work in the 
printing office when the flames were discor- 
ered ,no light had been left burning and there 
had been nofire in the bpilding for several 
weeks. Mr. Crews cannot account for 
the origin of the conflagration in any 
other way.

THE MALA VITA. 


An Italian Paper Exposes the Notorious 
and Lawless Society. | 


MEN BANDED TOGETHER FOR THE PUR- 
POSE OF KILLING AND STEALING. 


How the Society Is Governed—Strict Dis- 
cipline—Terrible Penalties for Violation 
of Rules—A Horrible Oath—The Chief— 
A Prison Guard’s Story—The Recent 
Trials. 


Miran, June 12.—Apropos of the recent 
wholesale conviction at Bariof members of 
the Mala Vita Society charged with various 
crimes, the Jllustrazione Italina of this city 
says: 

The Camorra of Naples and the Mafia of Scilly exist 
in Apulia (Adriatic provinces of Southern Italy) un- 
der the nams of Mala Vita (evil life). itis an organ- 
ized association with iron rules. Its objects are 
theft, robbery and assassinations. It has a council of 
administration whicn divides the profits of fhe Mala 
Vita Society m thefts, robberies, etc. Fifty per 
cent goes the chiefs, 25 er cent to 
those who execute their orders and 25 per cent to 
the reserve fund. For eight years this society has 
kept the Southern Adriatic provinces of Italy under 
a reign ofterror. It was only discovered in 1889, 
after long and dangerous researches, and only 4 

ear afterwards were the authorities able to lay 

ands veg mee of its members and associates. 

Although 179 members of the society have been 
brought to trial by the Court of Assizes at Bari, the 
authorities have not been ableto secure the chief 
ones among the guilty, and it is probable that they 
never will be caught. Applicants for membership 
must apply through a member to the chiefs. Mem- 
bers are divided into three classes—Novices, full 
members and chiefs who are called ‘*Uncie.’’ The 

head chief is called ‘*Wise Master.’’ The candidate 
is initiated with great formality according to an es- 
tablished ritual, and is = to take the following 
oath with one foot in a tomb and the other in chains: 

THE OATH. 

© **] swear to abandon father, mother, children and 
relatives to make war against infamy and to guaraD- 
tee humility.’ 

The diced principle of the society is that the 
rich should maintain the poor. He who possesses 
nothing has the rightto live at the expense of him 
who has, isthe foundation upon which the whole 
edifice is built. Members of the society are sub- 
jected to severe pone. Disobedience to 
orders is punished by chief—if light 
with razor gashes upon the _ face; if 
grave with death. For every revelation or betrayal 
and for every testimony againsta member the pun- 
ishmentis death. Those who execute the sentenced 
are selected by lot and when designated are them- 
selves put to death if they do not kill the member 
indicated. Furthermore, whatever the members 
gain in play acertain percentage @ust be given to 
the society. Among the members arrested 
at Bari many are tattooed with em- 
blems peculiar to the society. The 
existence of the society was discovered by the 
Chevalier Gastano Redavid, the well-known Masonic 
chief at Bari, who. in 1854, obtained 
secret information of the existence of 
the society and wrote aboutit in his newspaper, Il 
Martello, for the purpose of attracting the attention 
of the authorities. is efforts were successful. and 
he was able to ascertain all the particulars referred 
tointhisarticle. Immediately after his discoverv 
one of the members who was suspected of divulging 
the secrets was condemned todeath by the society, 
but fortunately escaped a mortal wound when a razor 
stroke was delivered. He was, however, horribly 
disfigured. There are many distigured members be- 
cause they have been denounced as traitors by their 
companions. 


E CHIEF 
The chief of these © who are on trial is the Oocctine 
Sabibus, who is endowed with phenomenal im 
tance, eisthecenter of thousands of feroc ous 
hatreds, orinfinite vengeance, thus fa 
He was in prison at Bari for attackin 
guards. Onedayacertain Eduarado 
was in his room in the prison ward, proposed to him 
toenter the Mala Vita Society asa novice. He ac- 
cepted and at once there came to the room a group of 
sixteen men, inthe midstof whom Cabzelius took a 
ost. Then ‘the established ritual was performed. 
he pres from the characteristic deposition of Coco- 


* After the ritual I kissed the hands of all the mem- 
bers present and the foreheads of five others, who I 
afterward discovered to be simply novices lke my- 
self. On the morrow and for days afterwards I was 
obliged, in my og ty of young novice, to make the 
beds of the chie h the dishes which served for 
their repast and’ to give them whatsoever other 
service they required. I began to grow tired of that 
slavery, when thechiefofthe prison guards asked 
me to act a room ard in another ward. 

and, n ayment for mv 

prison administration gave me 
3 lire (60 cents) per month. One day Cabzolare sent 
word to me that the 60 cents did not belong to me 
but to the chief of the society. I did not like it and 
plainly refused to submit .to this unjustclaim. The 
eo ge to persuade me with fine manners, ana 
with the same fitual as accompanied my nomination 
as movicel was Their 
efforts were such that my 8 lire per month went to 
the society, for whose members were bought wine 
cigars and cakes—the Major Society and the full 
members of the Minor Society. The sign of recog- 
nition was these words: *‘In the name of 5 oe 
I belong to the branch of the Mala Vita Society.’ 

Among the accused there is one, Francesco 
De Palma, who, having withdrawn from the 
society and having given testimony against 
some of the members charged with theft, 
was condemned to have his eyes put out 
with quick ime, He was afterwards stopped 
on the road by several members, who sald to 
him, ‘‘you infamous traitor, we are lookipg 
for you.’’ They attempted to dispatch him 
with their knives. He, however, escaped, 
and for safety gave himself up to the 
authorities.

BALL BEARINGS IN COURT. 


An Eastern Inventor Files a Patent Suit 
Against a St. Louis House. 


Albert H. Overman of Springfield, Mass., 
has filed a suitin the United States Circuit 
Court, through his attorney, by H. M. Pollard, 
against the E.O, Meacham Arms Oo,, for an 
alleged infringement of a patent on ball 
bearings in the hub of a bicycle wheel. It is 
claimed the device was invented in England 
in 1870 and was patented in this country 
in the same _ i year. Mr. Overman 
claims to have secured all rights in this 
country, and in 1884 won several suits 
against Eastern bicycle manufacturers 
who were putting ball bearings in their 
wheels. The Meacham Arms Co., he says, 
continue to make ball bearings and dispute 
the claim, and he wants $1,000 damages and 
an injunction. Mr. Beach, secretary of the 
defendant company, does not appear worried 
about the suit and says the firm is only selling 
the machines and thatthe suit is aimed at 
the St. Nicholas Co, of Chicago, the manu- 
facturers.

Merease, in spite of much opposition. The 
main questions to be considered at the com- 
ing meeting will be those relating to wages 
and to hours of work. At many stations the 
hours are now so longas to render it phys!- 
cally impossible for operators to bestow 
proper attention upon train work, and much 
of it has t be confided to  hall- 
trained omen, or rather boys. The 
order has always discouraged the employment 
of those who were not well acquainted with 
the science of telegraphy, as it has been 
proved by experiment that a majority of the 
accidents that occur, particularly to freight 
trains, are due to incompetent operators. 
For this reason, the system of apprentices 
in the small stations has been forbidden, 
and this fact has kept many competent oper- 
ators out of the order, as they have Deen in 
the habit of receiving pay for instruction and 
obtaining places for pupils as theif assist- 
ants. The order desires to break 
this system up, and has the indorse- 
ment of large numbers of conductors 
and locomotive engi1ieers who have learned 
by experience the dangers incident to it. 
Some member; of “he order are in favor of 
taking steps looking toward forming an alll- 
ance with the othsr organizations of railway 
employes, and th's subject will in all proba- 
bility be brought up atthe coming meeting. 
It is expected that an adjournment will be 
reached by Wednesday, but possibly the con- 
vention may extend over Thursday.

A TOWN WITH ITS ENTIRE POPULATION 


TDLE. 


The Freight Troubles Which Led to the 
Shut-Down Throwing 5,000 Men Out 
of Work—Sketches of the Operators— 
A Remedy Proposed to Obviate Further 
Dangers of Unprofitable Conflict. 


Epecial Correspondence Post-Disratcn. 

BuTTe, Mont., June 8.—The recent com- 
plete shut-down of the mines and smelters of 
the Anaconda Mining Co. in Montana has 
given rise toa number of contradictory ru- 
mors regarding the causes, and so many 
statements in the press as to change of own- 
ership and management that a brief refer- 
ence thereto may not be uninteresting to the 
fnancial world, 

During the last twelve months and over, 
differences have arisen between the 
management of the railroad and 
the Anaconda Mining Co. on matters 
pertaining to freight rates. These differ- 
ences have never been adjusted to the 
satisfaction of either party and in March 
last culminated in an ultimatum by the 
road for a settlement and a notifica- 
tion of an advanceof 50 per cent on ex- 
isting freight rates. 

Mr. Marcus Daly, General Manager 
of the Anaconda company, asked for a 
few days’ postponement in order to consult 
with Mr. J. B. Haggin, who was then in 
Arizona on his way to New York. But the Su- 
perintendent would not consent to this 
Celay and replied that unless his terms were 
accepted within twenty-four hours he would 
refuse to receive freight. Such a proposition 
could not be accepted by Mr. Daly without 
consultation with his partners, and the re- 
suit was a refusal by the road to 
haul ore to the smelters twenty-four hours 
after the declaration of hostilities and the 
gradual shutting down of the mines and 
smelters of the Anaconda Mining Co. 

This, in brief, is the cause of the present 
unfortunate condition of affairsin Western 
Montana, which has directly and indirectly 
thrown 5,000 men out of employment and 
temporarily paralyzed the commercial act- 
ivity of the cities of Butte and Anaconda. A 
few days subsequent to the shut-down a large 
and representative gathering of the Boards 
of Trade and citizens generally of Butte as- 
sembledin ome of the halis of the Federal! 
Court-house and passed resolutions 
strongly pledging sympathy and 
good-will to the Anaconda Co. This 
meeting was addressed by the most promi- 
nent professional and business men of Butte, 
and undoubtedly voicea the general senti- 
ment of Silver Bow and Deer Lodge Counties 
op the situation. 

These troubles are not of very re 
cent origin, but have been for many years a 
source of continued annoyance and heavy 
loss as well to the traders of Butte and Ana- 
conda as to the Anaconda Mining 
Co. itself. But two surveying 
parties are now engaged in mapping out a 
line of a new road to be bullt by the 
Anaconda Oo. and in friendly connection 
with the Great Northern & Manitoba. The 
survey will be finished in about three weeks, 
end itis believed thatthe new line will be 
fully equipped by the ist of November next. 
This will give employment to the hundreds of 
men who are now idle in Montana,and will 
be a guarantee that, unless for other and un- 
looked for causes, mines and smelters will be 

ontinuously worked to their full capacity. 
The city of Anaconda, with its population of 
6000, is absolutely dependent upon its smelt- 
ers, and when they are closed, business is 
simply ata standstill. The great smelters 
ere the largest in the world and are a marvé! 
of mechanical ingenuity and skill. They are 
divided into two branches, called the ‘‘Up- 
per’’ and ‘*Lower’’ works, and altogether 
cover an area of many acres. 

2,000 MEN OUT OF EMPLOYMENT. 
Two years ago the ‘‘Lower’’ works were 
completely burned, but they were immedi- 
y rebuilt on a larger scale with solid fre- 
of masonry and tron. Previous to the 
shut-down there were about two thousand 
1enemployed at the smelters, equally 4di- 
vided between the Upper and Lower works, 
and this number is now Gwindled to a few 
¢ozen. The merchants of Anaconda deserve 
greatcredit for the patience and cheerful- 
hess with which they await the reopening of 
the smelters. They will, of course, have to 
draw considerably on their reserve funds and 
some of them on the leniency of thelr credit- 
ors, but they will suffer a great deal rather 
than see a return of the old railway regime, 
which was a constant menace to their pros- 
perity anda source of insecurity and com- 
mercial stagnation.j 

sesides the smelters, Anaconda boasts of 
the prettiest hotel in the State; graceful in 

architecture, beautifully furnished and deco- 
rated, with a capable and courteous staff and 
the scene of many a pleasant soiree and 
musicale, 

Butte City does not sufferas much by the 
shut down as Anaconda, because it Is not en- 
tirely dependent on the Anaconda mines for 
its wonderful activity and prosperity. 
Within aradius oftwo miles from the City 
all are the Lexington, Alice, Mouiton, Gray 
Rock, Butte and Boston, Parrott, Boston and 
Montana, and Gagnon mines, besides the 
Butte Reduction-works, the Parrott Smelter, 
the Colorado Smelter and the Butte & Boston 
Smelter, each giving employment to several 
hundred men. The Anaconda mines, how- 
ever, when worked to their full ca- 

acity give employment to about two 
thousand men, The mines include the Great 
Anaconda and St. Lawrence and the Syndi- 
cate Group, composed of the Mountain Con- 
solidated, Gray Mountain, High Ore, Wake- 
tp Jim and Modoc mines. When the 
hotiication of an advance on

the mines and smelters were giving employ- 
ment to about 4,000 men. Everything was 
Tunning smoothly, business was brisk, the 
commercial horizon was bright with the 
Promise of a prosperous year, but 
the wheels of industry were clogged.

CLEVELAND, O., Junel0.—There has re- 
cently been held at Kirtland,twenty-two miles 
from this city, a conference of much interest. 
The mention of the name Mormon is usually 
sufficient to give people the horrors, yet in 


esting and as devout aciassof peoplé as any 
denomination can show. 

It was at Kirtland: that Joseph Smith first 
established the Mormon Church. In 1830 he 
began his preaching andin five years he had 
gathered some five thousand people 
about him and bullt a temple 
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that is a most remarkable spec- 
imen of architecture. What added 
particular interest to this conference was the | 
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The Kirtland Temple. 


fact that it was held at the original temple, 
and delegates were present from all over the 
country from Massachusetts to California. 
The several religious meetings In no way 
differed from similar conferences of the Bap- 
tist, Methodist or Presbyterian Churches so 
tar as doctrine is concerned, 

These Mormons, however, are the ‘‘Joseph- 
ites,’’ not the ‘‘Brighamites’’ or polygamous 
Mormons. The Josephites claim to be the 
true followers of Joseph Smith and 
their leader is Joseph Smith, Jr., 
son of the prophet Joseph. Their belief 
differs materially from that of the Brig- 
hamites for they do not believe in polygamy, 


THE TEMPLE. 
The temple shows that Joseph Smith must 
have been a most remarkable man. Two 
ears after ie began his preaching he laid the 
foundations and three years were required to 
complete it. Evidently it was built on honor, 
for in spite of all its vicissitudes there is 
not a crack in the walls and the pilas- 
is as solid and 
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expended, not in modernizing the structure, 
but in restoring it to its original condition, 
even in the smallest detail. This arrange- 
ment of hangings is an effort to approach, 
as nearly as possible, to the temples as Con- 
structed in the time of Solomon. 

THE TOP STORIES. 

The second story is practically like the 
first andis used for overflow meetings—at 
such times as a Conference, and as a Sunday- 
school room, Instead, however, of having 
hooks to hang draperies from, there ts a de- 
vice for using curtain shades which can be 
wound up and unwound. The third story is 
fitted up into several small rooms for the use 
of the several ‘‘quorums’’ and other bodies 
of church officials. From the top of the 
tower is a grand view of the surrounding 
country, and off northward stretches Lake 
Erie for miles. 

The sole aim of the Josephites is to live as 
closely as possible in the way that the early 
primitive Christians did, and their church 
organization and life is based upon their in- 
terpretation of the Bibie. In all the preach- 
ing that I heard not a word was said about 
Joseph Smith, the prophet, orof Mormonism, 
It was simply an expounding of the Scrip- 
tures, particularly the New Testament, anda 
literal interpretation of them. No sect 
could more conscientiously and closely 
cling to the words of the 
Bible than do these Josephite Mor- 
mons. Preaching is intensely doctrinal, but 
based solely on a strict interpretation of the 
Scriptures, 

It is believed that the days of revelation 
and miracles are still with us, and several 
preachers cited some very surprising in- 
stances of modern inspiration. The older 
members believe implicitly in these things, 
but the younger ones are rather doubting 
and say littie or nothing on the subject. 
Most of the older Mormons believe that the 
Lord will yet restore Kirtiand to its former 
prominence in the Mormon world, and that 
will be the center of a great and flourishing 
settlement. The younger ones have nothing 
to say on this subject, though some are in- 
clined to believe that the Lord has withdrawn 
his favorfrom Kurtland and bestowed it 
on Independence, Mo., as there are several 
thousand Mormons in that vicinity. 

THE SMITHS. 

Joseph Smith, the leader of the Josephites, 
isaremarkabieman. Every inducement was 
brought to bear to induce him to go to Utah 
and be the head of the church. But owing to 
what he believed to be thier false doctrines, 
particularly that of polygamy, 
he refused to have anything to do 
with them and for many years remained in 
retirement. The few Josephites were in 
smpall, scattered companies, and great odium 
was brought upon them owing to the dis- 
repute into which the Brighamites had 
brought themselves. Mr. Smith believed 
the time had come for him to arouse to
